Costco to anchor former 
Owings Mills Mall site 


Outdoor shopping center 
called Mill Station planned

The former Owings Mills Mall site will 
be redeveloped as an outdoor shopping 
center called Mill Station, a $108 million 
project to be anchored by a new Costco 
warehouse store. 


The project’s announcement Tuesday 
alleviates uncertainty in the community 
about the site of the demolished mall, 
which closed in 2015. 

“We finally got something done here,” 
County Executive Kevin Kamenetz told a 
crowd gathered Tuesday at the devel- 
opment site off Interstate 795. 

Kimco Realty Corp., the property’s 
owner, plans to start construction early 
next year on Mill Station, which should be 
completed by early 2019. A148,000-square- 


foot Costco, the retailer’s fifth Baltimore- 
area location, will anchor the 575,000- 
square-foot Mill Station, which will also 
feature up to 30 other retailers and 
restaurants. Plans also call for extensive 
renovations to the existing AMC Theatre. 

More tenants will be announced in the 
first quarter of 2018, said Tom Simmons, 
president of Kimco’s Mid-Atlantic region. 
Officials declined to say what other 
retailers were negotiating to lease space,

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Unjustified raises, 
no-bid contracts 
among the problems

State auditors have found that Balti- 
more’s community college gave unjustified 
raises to high-level managers and paid for 
maintenance work on equipment that did 
not exist. 

The new audit also concluded that the 
struggling Baltimore City Community Col- 
lege mismanaged contracts. Auditors re- 
ferred that matter to the Maryland attor- 
ney general for possible criminal investiga- 
tion. 

The audit comes at atime of upheaval for 
the school. The General Assembly passed 
legislation this year to revamp its leader- 
ship. In September, the school’s president 
and CEO, Gordon F. May, announced plans 
to retire next summer after four years at its 
helm. 

May issued a statement “strongly” dis- 
puting some of the findings. He said the 
school already had discovered some issues 
and addressed others before the audit was 
released — including firing the employees 
responsible for the contracting problems. 

“We believe in transparency and integri- 
ty,” he said. “That’s why BCCC addressed 
many of the State audit findings prior to the 
report’s publication.” 

Among their findings, the state legisla-

Jury awards 
$I5M to man 
exonerated 
of murder 


Burgess spent 20 years in 
prison in girlfriend’s killing

After more than two decades, Sabein 
Burgess said, he finally has closure. 

Burgess, 47, was charged with murdering 
his girlfriend in 1994 and sentenced to life 
plus 20 years in prison. He was freed in 2015 
after the state conceded 
that he did not commit 
the crime. 

On Tuesday, a federal 
jury awarded him $15 
million for the wrongful 
conviction in his suit 
against the Baltimore Po- 
lice Department and two 
police detectives. 

“Finally, justice has 
been served,” Burgess 
said during a news conference outside the 
courthouse Tuesday night. “It wasn’t about 
the money. It was about wanting the truth 
to come out.” 

Burgess was joined by his team of 
lawyers from Loevy & Loevy, as well as his 
family and the family of the victim. 

Jon Loevy, a Chicago-based civil rights 
attorney who represented Burgess, said the

Fight to save Berger 
recipes is already over 


Cookie maker’s suppliers 
cut trans fat this summer

If Charlie DeBaufre Jr. could not taste the 
trans fat missing from his Berger Cookies, 
chances are his customers have not noticed 


the change, either. 


DeBaufre’s South Baltimore bakery has 
been making its iconic cookies without 
trans fat since this summer. At least, that’s 
when he found out the fudge used in the 
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thick layer of chocolate smeared atop the 
wafer cookies no longer contained the 
ingredient being banned by the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration next year. 

“Unbeknownst to me, the manufacturer 
did away with the trans fat, so we were 
under the impression we still contained 
trans fat? DeBaufre said. A chance call to 
his supplier proved otherwise. “So when I 
said, ‘We’ve got to make this change. What 
have you got?’ He said, Weve got what 
you’re using. It’s trans-fat free? So we have 
zero grams of trans fat in our cookie and 
have had since July or August.”
